lamb, and I regret to say that for 15 
days I believed in Mrs. Chadwick and 
•was one of her many victims," said ex- 
Judge Win. M. K. Olcott, of the law 
firm of which ex-Governor Frank, S 
Black Is a member, Loday. 


"My connection and the firm connec- 


tion with Mrs. Chadwick," he contin- 
ued, "came about in this way. Mrs 
Chad wick came to our ofllce on March 
2, 1904, and saw ex-Governor Black am" 
rnySelf. She told the governor thnt she 
wanted him to ga to Cleveland: thut his 
position as former 
governor of 
the 


state of New York would help her to 
settle her affairs and she drew from 
her reticule $1000 nnd laid It in front 
of Governor Black, for his expense; 
to Cleveland. The governor conclude.c 
not to go and it was finally decided 
that I should go nnd for my fee foi 
one day in Cleveland she paid $500. 


"The object of her visit to us was 


to have us relieve her from u threaten- 
ed attachment against 
her 
home 
In 


1 Euclifl avenue, Cleveland, which 
had 


been levied' by Oberlin college for 
claim .of $78.000. This claim. I under- 
stand, was later paid but not through 
the firm's auspices. 
' 


"Mrs. Chadwick in lhat slow impres- 


sive manner of hers said to Governor 
Black and me. 'I am a very rich wo- 
man. 
I have $5.000.000 in a trust fund.' 


We were naturally Impressed. 
Jn or- 


der to make good her statement, slie 
produced Irl .Reynolds' certificate for 
the $5,000,000 of securities held by him. 
This naturally led us to believe that 
the woman spoke the truth. 


"I went to Cleveland on the nipht of 


March 3, and remained there all day 
March 4; returning on March 7. 
On a 


visit in Cleveland I asked Mrs. Chad- 
wick to show me her securities, but 
under one pretext or another she evad- 
ed the proposition and did not show 
them to mo. Her excuse nt the time 
was thai Iri Reynolds was out of town 
and finally, after banking hours, when 
I Insisted upon seeing either the se- 
curities or Iri Reynolds, she got Key- 
nolds on the telephone.

and members of the hotird of overseers 
of tha poor. 


Mr. McManus has worked and vis- 


ited with the poor. He knows of their 
conditions and he will seek to remedy 
;lhem. When, as overseer of the poor, 
& family in distress is reported to him, 
he will make personal 
investigation 


nnd hie decision will he bused on per- 
sonal observation and expedience. 


There are quite a number of reforms 


that Mr. McManus 
Intends to intro- 


duce. In the first place he will strive 
to do away with the dinner that has 
been the drawing

for

"bums" and 
hungry 
reporters.

will move that the coat of the dinner 
(hat Is served once a month should go 
to the weak, hungry and friendless 
In 


the hospitals. Mr. McManus has visit- 
ed the city farm, or poor house, when 
these dinners were being- served and he 
noted the kind and appearance of ihe 
men who sat at table. He saw there 
nmong others city officials who receive 
pood pay and a corps of reporters who 
think more of their stomachs than they 
cio of their papers.
